on July 4th, 1905, and received a First Class Certificate 
from the Royal Horticultural Society. It was dis- 
covered many years ago by Hutton, and appears to have 
been lost sight of in Europe. The species connects 
Cymbidium and Grammatophyllum, the large, grooved, 
pseudo-bulbs, each furnished with two or three bright 
green leaves, much resembling those of G. multiflorum. 

The manner of producing the pendulous racemes of 
thick-textured flowers is nearest to Cymbidium 
Devonianum. Two varieties were shown, one lighter in 
colour than the other, the longest raceme bearing 
15 flowers. Flowers about 2 inches across, yellowish- 
white, densely spotted with purple, the petals being 
also tinged with purple on the outer halves. Sepals 
obovate, acuminate, petals narrower and reflexed ; 
side lobes of the lip large and erect ; middle lobe 
oblong, acuminate.
